Both sides admit that they were disqualified at 
the date of the election; both admit that they 
were qualided when chosen by the Eloctoral 
College to fill vacancies.

THE STATE ELECTION LAWS. 

Before approaching the question whether the 
evidence submitted could be received, it would be 
first necessary to examine what the law of Louisi- 
ana was. The Session law of 1808 contained two 
independent acts on independent subjects, the first 
‘relative to elections in the State of Louisiana, and 
one to enforce Art. 105 of the Constitution of the 
State. This was the general Election law. Then 
there was another act relative to Presidential 
Electors. These two acts governed the election in 
1876, unless they were subsequently repealed, 
which they were not. 

Mr. Evarts here read a provision in the latter act 
providing for the illing of vacancies, if Electors 
did not appear before 4 o'clock, by subsequent leg- 
islation. The canvassing section was repealed, but 
all the rest of the act was left standing. In 1870, 
there was a revision of the lawe of the State—not 
a repeal of the laws, nor an amendment of them, 
but a codification, as had been recently made by 
Congress. He referred to the revised statutes fol- 
lowing the acts of 1868 to show that they had been 
mcorporated in tae statutes-as revised. He then 
read the Session law of 1875, passed March 16. and 
maintained that, as it made no provision for the 
discharge of their duties by the Electors, it did not, 
by the terms of ite repealing clause, repea! the act 
of 1868, as incorporated in the revised statutes, 
so far as that act related to the discharge of their 


uties. 

He said that not one of the eminent lawyers who 
visited New Orleans during November ever thought 
to suggest that Gov. Keliogg ought to count the 
vote, which was now the construction sought to be 
put upon the siatates of the State.

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HEAVY WHISKY RAIDS. 


Destruction of Thirty-three Distilleries in 
the South, and Eighty-four Arrests—Fight- 
ing—Lieut. Melntyre Killed. 

Dispatch to the New York Tribune. 

Wasunmdrox, Feb. 12.—From information 
daily received at the Internal Revenue Office, it 
appears that the illicit distillers inthe mountain 
regions of North and South Carolina and Geor- 
gia are determined to resist by force of arms 
the attempts to break up their unlawful busi- 
ness. In à recent raid made in Haralson Coun- 
ty, North Georgia, the Revenue officers succeed- 
ed in capturing a great numberof men and de- 
stroying numerous distilleries with their 
contents. Among others captured was 
a Baptist minister and the county 
Sheriff, both accused of defrauding the Govern- 
ment by illicit distillation, The Revenue Agent 
in charge of this section, in a recent report to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue on this 
subject, says: ‘‘I shall make another raid into 
another section of Haralson Couuty, and on 
Sunday night will make an extended raid into 
Paulding County. Great excitement prevails in 
the sections of the country which we visited, 
and bodies of men, mounted and armed, are 
patrolling and picketing many of the roads. 
On the next raid 1 anticipate resistance, and al- 
ready would have had it if our movements had not 
been a surprise.” On the 8th of February Reve- 
nue Agent Chamberlain accompanied by a de- 
tactunent of soldiers raided a portion of Haralson 
County, arrested twenty-seven men, seized and 
destroved nine distilleries, 103 stands of beer 
and mash, aggregating 15,000 gallons, and 600 
gallons of low wines. All the prope was 
destroyed for want of transportation. Anotli- 
er party under Reyenue-Agent Gremassy, ac- 
companied by a detachment of soldiers under 
the command of Lieut. McIntyre, of the Second 
Infantry, went to Gilmer County, Ga. They ar- 
rested fifteen men and destroyed twelve distil- 
leries, with large quantities of beerand mash. 
This party was attacked at night by friends of 
the persons arrested, and Lieut. McIntyre was 
killed. Thisis the first instance on record in 
which the civil officers of the Govermment in 
the South have been resisted in the discharge of 
their duty when backed up by Federal soldiers. 
The fol owing Sane was received at the office 
of Internal Revenue to-day: 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Feb. 12. 1877. — T the Hon. 
Green B. Raum, Commissioner Internat Revenue, 
Washington, D. C.; Detachments sent out for 
Lieut. McIntyre’s body were attacked and three

We have 
made eighty-four arrests and destroyed thirty- 
three distilleries.

Lieut. McIntyre was a native of Ireland, and 
was appointed to the army from the State of II- 
linois. All the facts. in regard to the situation 
in the expeditions above named have been col- 
lected and embodied in a letter addressed to the 
Secretary of the 8 by the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue. This letter will be pre- 
sented to the President in the Cabinet meeting 
to-morrow, and it is expected that he will direct 
more troops to be sent to the districts infested 
by these armed bands, with instructions to 
break up their haunts and destroy their 
distilleries, and bring in all whom they 
can arrest for trial. As there is no cavairy 
avaiable for use in these States the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue has directed the 
purchase of a large number of horses with 
which to mount the infantry detailed to assist 
the revenue agents. 

e great difficulty in preventing flicit dis- 
tilling fn the mountain districts of the South 
arises from the fact that it is pot condemned by 
any public opinion in the regious where it is 
carried on. ith no railroads or other means 
of intercommunication the people are shut out 
from markets. It costs more to transport their 
grain or fruit to the nearest points where it can 
be sold than it will bring. The people have, 
therefore, no way of selling any part of their 
crops except by converting them into spirits. In 
their dense ignorance many of them look 
upon the Revenue laws as having been enacted 
for the sole purpose of oppressing them and 
* their only means of getting a liv- 
ing. Nobody in these regions, therefore, looks 
upon illicit distilling as a crime, and the people 
almost unanimously give it their countenance. 
The larger number of the illicit distilleries are 
small concerns, and, in most instances, when 
raided by revenue-officers, the owners of them 
seize the smali copper stills, which are the 
most valuable things they own, and escape with 
them into the w In a few days after the 
raid is over the distillery is re-established in 
the same place or near by, and is turning out 
‘crooked’ whisky as rapidly as ever.

The House of Representatives on Wednes- 
day made a most melancholy and humiliating 
exhibition. The entire day was consumed 
in debating a resolution declaring that the 
State of Florida had elected four Democratic 
Presidential Electors.

claring that the State had voted for T1LpEn. 
The whole proceeding was an exhibition of 
bad faith, and was utterly disgraceful to 
those who voted for such a scandalous reso- 
lution.

Though that crime followed a 
long and destructive civil war, the American 
people have always rejoiced in the belief 
that outside of the half-dozen participants 
the assassination was regarded with horror 
by all men of all sections and of all parties.

It has been supposed that the assassination 
of Mr, Lincotn was to pass into history as 
the solitary instance of that class of crime 
for political causes, no man daring to incur 
for his name the execrations of a nation by

age, manliness, and respect for the life of 
others has always been lower than elsewhere 
in the country. The population—that is, 
the superior race—has never shared the pe- 
culiarities ot the American people.

MIKE EVANS. 
AN EFFORT TO DISSOLVE THE INJUNCTION. 

Having failed in his efforts to compe] the Super- 
visor to approve his bond, Mike Evans now resorts 
to other tactics to get possession of the office of 
South Town Collector. Wednesday afternoon, 
Mike's lawyers, Messrs. Fuller and Gondy, served 
Mr. Herrick with a notice that they would present 
themselves before Judge Farwell yesterday morn- 
ing to move for a dissolution of the present in- 
‘junction which restrains Gen. Lieb, the County 
Clerk, from handing over to Evans the tax-books, 
about which there was such a stubborn contest a 
few months ago. Mr. Herrick and Mr. Fuller were 
therefore present when Judge Farwell opened his 
Court yesterday morning. The patient and per- 
sistent ‘‘ By Dang occupied a back seat, await- 
ing the progress of events. It is to be feared that 
he got very little satisfaction out of the short pro- 
ceedings. 

Mr. Fuller submitted two affidavits and made the 
formal motion to dissolve the injunction. One of 
these affidavits was that of 

GEN. LIEB 

County Clerk, and was, in effect, that he knew 
nothing about any intention on the part of Evans 
to enter upon the collection of taxes without his 
giving bond, nor did he believe said Evans ever in- 
tended to do so: the bond required was in double 
the amount of the taxes, bat by law the «ccurity 
was enfficient if it satisfied the judgment of a rea- 
sonably prndent man; that the defendant denied 
that ne ever threatened, or declared his intention, 
to deliver the Collector's books to Evans before 
Evans had given bondin the amount and under the 
conditions requirea by law, with securities approved 
dy the Supervisor and Town Clerk; that he deni 
that he openly declared his intention to deliver said 
books to said Evans on the 20th day of December. 
1876. or any other day, whether aid Evans shoula 
at that time have given bond approved as provided 
for; that be denied that he woald have carried out 
his threats, because he never made any, and never 
bad such intention; that he believed Evans to be 
the Collector; and that Evans had tendered a prop- 
er bond to the Supervisor, which the latter ought 
to approve.

a clerk in the Collector's office, ana set forth that, 
from his several years’ experience in the Collect- 
or’s office, and from an etamtnation of the delin- 
quent tax-lists of 1872, 1873, 1874, and 1875, the 
following were the amounts of the tax warrants and 
the delinquent returns:

The lad) of the house 
was sitting inthe parlor, close to one of the front 
windows, and had evidentiy been noticed by the 
female tramp, who said. Will you ask the lady 
in the window to give me a drawing of teat’ The 
servant did eo, but was absent from the room only 
a moment, keeping both eyes on the woman. While 
so engaged two men walked rapidly up the front 
steps and rang the bell. The girl started to answer 
it. but hearing footsteps overhead did not go. Ob- 
serving this, the woman swallowed her tea and 
walkea out. The lady seated in the bay window 
did not like the i appearance of. the 
men, and told her mother, who was in 
the back room, that they came for no good. 
Whereupon the mother went to the door herself, 
telling her daughter to lock the vestibule door be- 
hind ber. This was done. The men said 
THEY WERE CONSTABLES, AND HAD A WARRANT 
to seize the silverware of the family on the second 
floor. Only one family lives in the house, and they 
were informed of this fact. They, however, were 
determined to go in and take the silverware, know- 
ing they were right, as the plaintiff had just point- 
ed out the house to them. Where is he?” asked 
the olddady. ‘**Wesaw him afew moments roe * 
Bring him here, demanded the motber. hey 
wouldn't do that. This and much more was said in 
the vestibule, access to the inside a. impossible 
unless the door were forced open. hey did not 
try to do this, but demanded admittance several 
times, throwing open the lappela of their over- 
coats and exhibiting stars, but they were in 
such a hurry to hide them from sight that 
the lettering could not be read. When they real- 
ized that they were bailed they said something 
about going to the office of the head of the house, 
but they still remained in the vestibule, and did 
not leave until two gentlemen came along who were 
recognized as friends by the lady in the window, 
she signaling to them to come to her assistance.

hesitate to them pass. Once inside they would 
have locked the front door, and if the servant ran 
ecreaming down stairs the woman would have 
soon quieted her with chloroform. The presence 
of mind and quick-wittedness of the lady of the 
house and her mother, however, checked the 
king,“ and be and his knight were compelled to 
call the game a draw. 

There is 7 one way for women to protect 
themselves and keep out thieves when alone, and 
that is to lock all the doors, especially those in 
front of the house, and to let no one in until satis- 
fied of his mission. When the bell rings, go tothe 
second-story window and look ont, and inquire 
what is wanted. If the callers are strange men, 
do not believe a word they say, but tell them to 
call in an hour or two, or when 
sure that a husband or dig brother 
will be at home. Servants should be cautioned 
to never let any one remain alone in the kitchen. 
It is best to exclude boys and women a)together, 
for oftentimes they are in the employ of thieves, 
and are getting information of weak spots, so as to 
fucilitate entry in the night-time.

The Treasurer yesterday paid out $25, 000 on the 
city debt. 

The Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis Railroad 
yesterday paid to the Treasurer $5, 204, being their 
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weeks. The superstractare of the viaduct, where 
it crosses Desplaines street, is 473 feet long, and 
at Milwaukee avenue 672 feet. 


Some time ago the class of men known as Com- 
missonaires *' petitioned the Council to reduce the 
price of their licenses from $5 to $2.50 each. The 
petition was referred to the Committee on Licenses, 
and upon the recommendation of that Committee 
the Council acceded to the request. A glance at 
the license-books in the City Clerk’s office will 
show that not one license was issued to a Com- 
missionaire last year, and the query ls, What 
was the cause Of the petition?” 


The reports of the North and South Division 
Medical Inspectors, made yesterday to the Health 
Commissioner, state that scarlet fever has very 
much abated and the virulency of the disease grown 
much less than during the few weeks just passed. 
In the North Division but two severe cases were 
found, and the number of new cases is very small. 
Those reported yesterday were at Nos. 101 West 
Madison, 135 West Huron, 269 Augusta, 13 Arte- 
sian avenue, 347 West Washington, 863 Fulton, 
300 North State, 233 Thirteenth, 903 West Lake, 
80 Archer avenue, 89 Erie, 936 West Monroe, 414 
Twenty-second, and 53 Wieland. There were but 
four deaths recorded yesterday. 


The Building Department at present consists of 
one Superintendent at $2,500 a year, one Secreta- 
ry at $1. 100, six inspectors of buildings at $1,000 
a year each, and one roof inspector at $1,000, The 
total of those salaries is 810, 000, whereas it is al- 
most sure that the Council will appropriate but 

forthe support of the Department during 
the coming year. It has therefore been a question 
ax to where the employes are to get the money rep- 
resented by their work since Jan. 1. The Mayor 
said yesterday that the Council would have to ap- 
propriate money enough to meet the salaries of 
men who have been working expecting that their 
pay would be proved for lu the general appro- 
priation. 


A delegation of property-owners was before the 
Finance Committee yesterday to attempt to induce 
that bouy to have the city's portion of the assess- 
ment for the opening of South Dearborn street— 
$14, 000—incorporated in the Appropriation bill. 
W hat success the petitioners had is not known, but 
the Mayor said that he was decidedly opposed to 
the arrangement, because the owners of the prop- 
erty to be benefited were almost all incapable of 
paying their assessments, and the city could not 
well afford to pay it« portion. The consequence 
would be that the property would have to be sold 
for the assessment and a great deal of trouble in- 
curred. If his Honor had his way about it the city 
would not pay ite assessment for at least two years, 
and not then unless it was perfectly abie to do so, 
and the warrants had all been collected. 


The Finance Committee met again yesterday. and 
looked over the estimates of the Board of Educa- 
tion. Very little change was made in them, the 
salaries being untouched, and only $1,000 cut off 
of the amount asked for repairs. The Committce 
determined to recommend an appropriation for a 
new school on the West Side, on the water lot, and 
that $35,000 be asked for the building; and also a 
donation of the North Side water lot ag a schoo] 
site. The sewerage estimates will be taken up 
again to-day, as the Committee have changed 
their plans in regard to them. It was at tirst de- 
cided to let the estimates for new sewers go before 
the Council, but now the Aldermen of the wards 
where sewers are needed are to be given a chance 
to appear before the Committee, and say why and 
wherefore the sewer is needed, before the Com- 
mittee will recommend the appropriation for the 


purpose.

TELEGRAPH WAR. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 15—In November 
last the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company 
strung a wire on the poles of the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi Railroad, between Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville. The Western Union Company, claiming 
to occupy the Ohio & Mississippi roadway ex- 
clusively by contract, tore down about forty 
miles of wire and procured an injunction from 
the District Court of Indiana to prevent the 
Atlantic & Pacific Company from replacing its 
wire on the poles of the Ohio & Mississippi 
Railroad Company. In order not to be further 
delayed, the Atlantic & Pacific Company then 
proceeded under the laws of Indiana and con- 
demned the right of way which was granted by 
the same District Court, and the work was 
resumed, separate poles being erected. Another 
injunction was then obtained by the Western 
Union Company in the United Sates Court at 
Indianapolis, restraining the Atlantic & Pacific 
Company from proceeding under the Con- 
demnation law, and work was again 
stopped after twenty miles of poles 
had been set up on the railroad company’s 
condemned right of way; whereupon the Atlan- 
tic & Pacific then procured the consent of the 
land owners just outside the roadway to build 
its line, and they bave now nearly completed the 
line through to Louisville, having taken up the 
poles previously set upon the railroad’s right of 
way and placed them just outside. Judge Drum- 
mond, of the United States Court at Indianapo- 
lis, who granted the last-named injunction 
as against the condemnation proceedings in the 
State Court, made the foilowing order to-day: 
»The petition of the Atlantic & Pacifie Com- 
pany, filed this day, for leave to erect and main- 
tain a line ot tciegraph across certain lands of 
the Obio & Mississippi Railroad Company. and 
for other purposcs, having been considered b 
the Court, it is ordered that the Atlantic 
Pacific Telegraph Company be permitted to ne- 
gotiate with the Receivers herein for the right ef 
way of its telegraph lines over such property 
of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad as outside 
of its right of way proper, any 
agreement 80 made to be subject 
to the action and approval of this Court. In 
the event of failure to make such agreement. 
then said Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph Company 
is hereby permitted to make application to this 
Court fur leave to proceed befure the State 
Court to condemn the right of way over the 
property of said railroad Company, the said 
telegraph Company stating in its a lication to 
this Court specifically and particularly what 
property rights whatsoever of said railroad 
Company it may desire to condemu, any action 
taken by Court herein to be open to the inter- 
vention of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany or of any party interested in the subject 
matter of this action.“ This order, however, 
came too late to be of benefit. the line being 
nearly completed on private property, and for 
all practical purposes is in as ¢ a position as 
if on the rail 's right of way. 


INDIANS GETTING THE DEADWOOD, 

Dzapwoop, D. T., Feb. 15.—During the last 
week a number of reports of Indian depreda- 
tions have been coming in from small towns ad- 
jacent. To-day these rumors assumed an alarm- 
ing aspect,and substantiated news of simultane- 
ous attacks in different directions leads to a 
belief that the Indians are surrounding this 
vicinity. Volens’ large cattle train was captured 
entire near Bear Butte yesterday. Filetcher’s 
herd of mules was also captured in the same 
vicinity.
